EDS, City of Romulus Await ALJ's Decision

Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), appears to have taken a 
significant step forward in its battle to 
operate the first commercial hazardous- 
waste injection well in Romulus. 
A Brief History 

In 1991 — under Part 625 of the 
Natural Resources and Environmental 
Protection Act (NREPA) — EDS applied 
for and received a permit to construct a 
disposal well (EDS 1-20) on Wahrman 
Road. In 1993, not long after the com- 
pany completed its drilling, the City of 
Romulus filed a lawsuit in Wayne County 
Circuit Court to prevent EDS from using 
the well. The City successfully argued 
that the well was located on property 
improperly zoned (M-1, instead of MT- 
2) for such a project, and then-Judge 
Claudia House Morcom granted a per- 
manent injunction against the well's 
operation. The matter is now pending 
before the Michigan Court of Appeals. 


Meanwhile, after being (at leasttem- 
porarily) stymied in its attempt to use 
EDS 1-20, the company acquired a 
second parcel of land (zoned MT-2) on 
Citrin Drive in Romulus, and again ap- 
plied for a NREPA Part 625 permit. In 
June 1997, the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) denied 
the permit, stating that there was no 
"need" for an additional well due to the 
existence of EDS 1-20. 

EDS appealed the decision, argu- 
ing that EDS 1-20 was not a usable well 
because of the injunction issued by 
Judge Morcom, and MDEQ Director 
Russell Harding delegated final deci- 
sion-making authority in the matter to 
Chief Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) 
Richard G. Lacasse. In May 1998, 
Lacasse upheld the MDEQ's decision, 
stating, "Under Part 625, the Super- 
visor's authority to determine usability 
of a well is limited to whether it will 
function mechanically {italics added). 


The determination of usability must be 
based upon the applicable test data. In 
this case, the Supervisor has deter- 
mined the test data shows the EDS 
1-20 disposal well is usable.” 
An Update on Recent Events 
Again, EDS appealed the ruling — 
this time, inIngham County Circuit Coun 
(located near Lansing). On January 4, 
1999, Judge Peter D. Houk directed all 
parties and their counsel to attend a 
settlement conference the following 
week (January 12). At the conference, 
EDS andthe MDEQworked outa Stipu- 
lation and Consent Agreement, inwhich: 
« EDS acknowledged that there is not 
sufficient "need" for two commercial 
waste-disposal sites; however, since 
EDS 1-20 is currently unusable due 
to ongoing litigation, the company 
wishes to pursue the proposed EDS 
1-12 and 2-12 wells at the Citrin 
Drive site;

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Will Romulus Follow Novi Down the 
Proverbial Road to Financial Ruin?

In light of recent events in Novi, we 
at The Romulus News are once again 
urging the City of Romulus to come to 
an amicable agreement with Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc., before 
it's too late. 

In the Oakland Final edition of the 
January 22, 1999 Detroit Free Press, 
reporters Matt Helms and David Zeman 
covered a story about a lawsuit be- 
tween the City of Novi and a develop- 
mentfirm called Sandstone Associates. 

According to the article, Sandstone 
Associates was successful in its bid to 
show that Novi had deliberately driven 
the firm into insolvency by repeatedly 
hampering its housing and business 
development project without just cause. 
Oakland County Circuit Court Judge 
Barry Howard awarded Sandstone As- 
sociates $40 million dollars, stating that 
the City's officials had "effectively cre- 
ated a policy of delay at the cost of the 
plaintiff's property rights. .. . The situa- 
tion ultimately became what this court 
canonly describe as a vindictive struggle 
by defendant Novi to 'beat'" the firm. 

The article went on to describe the 
financial burden that Novi's residents 
will bear if the City's appeal is unsuc- 
cessful. Because the City carries only 
$20 million in insurance, the remaining 
funds will almost certainly come from 
additional property taxes — as much as 
$100 per year for the owner of an aver- 
age home within the City. Cuts in ser- 
vices are another possibility. 

Just as frustrating, fromthe point of 
view of many Novi residents, is the fact 
that it cost the City almost half a million 
dollars to lose its battle. A February 10 
follow-up article by Matt Helms reported 
that, over the course of three years, 
Novi paid $457,146 in fees to attorneys, 
consultants, and expert witnesses. 

Considering the discriminatory 
treatment that EDS has received from 
our fair city over the years, these tidings 
do not bode well for Romulus. For in- 
stance, Romulus’ attorneys — realizing 
that EDS has rights just like any other 
property owner —have had the sense to 
try to justify the City's opposition to 
EDS'wells by dreaming up excuses like 
"improper zoning” and "lack of need." 
Unfortunately, EDS should have little 
trouble proving that these excuses were 
_ Manufactured to cover the City's real 
agenda — keeping EDS out of Romulus 
at all costs — since a number of our past 
and present elected officials have been 
foolish enough to publicly state their 
plans to oppose any well project pro- 
_ posed by or connected with EDS, re- 


gardiess of the circumstances. Further, 
the City's practice of putting stumbling 
blocks in EDS' path, by revising its 
ordinances after the company begins 
work on a project, sounds suspiciously 
like what Judge Howard described as 
using city ordinances ina vindictive and 
malicious manner. 

Consider, too, the following: 

* Although the City of Romulus carries 
only half of the insurance that Novi 
does ($10 million, as opposed to 
$20), EDS is suing Romulus for $100 
million—more than twice the amount 
awarded to Sandstone Associates. 
Even allowing for the fact that plain- 
tiffs are sometimes awarded only a 
fraction of the amount for which they 
sued, the potential for a truly stag- 
gering debt remains. 

« The City of Romulus has already 
paid out more than twice the legal 
fees that Novi has. 

« To date, Romulus has been able to 
keep residents’ city property taxes 
relatively low due to the fact that 
business and industry pick up about 
two-thirds of the tab. But if Romulus 
doesn't do something to shake its 
growing reputation for being un- 
friendly to developers, andword gets 
around that property taxes may be 
about to increase dramatically, just 
watch how quickly current busi- 
nesses find new locations, and po- 
tential new businesses just fade 
away. This is nota good scenario for 
a town where major development 
projects (such as the now-apparent- 
ly-dead Tanger outlet mall) already 
have a tendency to fall through. 

e Finally, to those of you who argue 
that most residents are willing to 
chance drastically higher property 
taxes rather than give up the fight 
against EDS, | don't buy it. Since 
there are already a number of other 
businesses intownthat pose amuch 
greater potential for health hazards 

_and environmental damage, itseems 
senseless to spend millions fighting 
a company whose project is com- 
paratively innocuous. And people 
considering a move into one of the 
City's new housing developments — 
which should be nice, but won't be 
cheap — certainly won't want to be 
burdened with extra property taxes 
levied to cover the cost of a "cause" 
So needless and so hopeless. 

Over the past few yeals, Romulus 
has worked hard to improve its citizens’ 
quality of life. Let's not throw all that 
work away by continuing what is ever- 
more-clearly a costly, losing battle. O

* the MDEQacknowledgedthe "need" 
for one well site, but not two; 

* EDS agreed not to construct and 
operate more than one waste-dis- 
posal well site of any kind, hazard- 
ous or nonhazardous, anywhere in 
Wayne County; 

* the MDEQ agreed to issue Part 625 
permits for EDS 1-12 and 2-12; 

¢« EDS agreed to plug the EDS 1-20 
well with a partial plug, rendering it 
nonfunctional and satisfying the 
"need" issues set forth in the Super- 
visor of Wells denials of June 13, 
1997, and February 23, 1998, as 
well as the May 29, 1998 decision of 
ALJ Lacasse; 

* EDS agreed notto drillthe EDS 1-12 
and 2-12 wells unless and until it 
receives a PA 451, Part 111 con- 
struction permit for the Citrin Drive 
facility, and also acknowledged that, 
if the company is unable to acquire 
such a permit, the EDS 1-12 and 
2-12 Part 625 permits would be- 
come null and void; 

¢ EDS agreed that, if the company 
acquires the EDS 1-12 and 2-12 
Part 625 well permits and all other 
MDEQ approvals necessary to con- 
struct and operate the Citrin Drive 
facility for commercial hazardous- 
waste disposal, it shall permanently 
plug and abandon the EDS 1-20 well 
within 30 days; and 

¢ EDS agreed that, if the company is 
unable to acquire the necessary 
MDEQ approvals for the Citrin Drive 
facility, or ifthe Court grants EDS the 
right to operate the EDS 1-20 well, 
then EDS may proceed with further 
permitting of the 1-20 well site; how- 
ever, the EDS 1-12 and 2-12 Part 
625 permits would then become null 
and void. . 

Having resolved what EDS, the MDEQ, 

and the State's Attorney General (AG) 

perceived to be the sole issue of dispute 

— namely, the issue of "need" — EDS 

filed a motion requesting that Judge 

Houk remand the matter back to the 

ALJ. Although the City of Romulus op- 

posed the motion, it was granted by 

Judge Houk on January 29, 1999. 

On February 3, ALJ Lacasse noti- 
fied the City of Romulus' attorneys and 
the AG's office of the fact that EDS' 
attorney has filed a Motion for Entry of 
the Stipulation and Consent Agreement. 
Lacasse gave the MDEQ and/or the 
City of Romulus until February 12, 1999, 
to reply to the motion, and announced 
that his decision will be issued after that 
date. 

Elected Officials Were "Disturbed" 

by the Consent Agreement 

When news of the MDEQ's agree- 
ment with EDS became public, many of 
the area's elected officials expressed 
outrage at what they deemed to be a 
total reversal of the MDEQ's previous 


position. At the City level, this disap- 
pointment was expressed in a letter 
which Council Chairman Randy Gear 
directed City Clerk Linda Choate to read 
aloud during the Council's February 1, 
1999 meeting. 

Inpart, the letter stated, "The City of 
Romulus is disappointed that, for rea- 
sons that have not been explained, the 
GSD [Geological Survey Division of the 
MDEQ] has reversed its prior position 
that the Wahrman Road UIW [under- 
ground injection well] must be perma- 
nently plugged and abandoned before 
the Citrin Road permits can be issued. 
The City of Romulus believes that it will 
have the opportunity to presentthe case 
to the ALJ that the GSD's reversal of 
position on this issue is inconsistent 
with the law. If given the opportunity to 
fairly present that case to the ALJ, the 
City believes that there is substantial 
merit to its position that the stipulation 
and consent agreement do not Satisfy 
the requirements of applicable law. The 
City of Romulus will use all reasonable 
efforts to see this matter to its 
conclusion." 

MDEQ Supports Its Position 

Although the City maintains that 
requiring the permanent plugging and 
abandoning of EDS 1-20 was central to 
the MDEQ's earlier position, Harold 
Fitch, Supervisor of Mineral Wells and 
Chief of the GSD, disagrees. 

"When the MDEQ denied the Part 
625 permit application for EDS' Citrin 
Drive site, the key issue was the State's 
perception that there was no 'need' for 
those wells. The MDEQ acknowledges 
the 'need' for one site, but not two," he 
explained. "Since the agreement be- 
tween EDS and ine MDEQ would pro- 
hibit EDS from operating more than one 
well site within Wayne County, we be- 
lieve that it satisfactorily addresses the 
issue of 'need' and also is consistent 
with the MDEQ's responsibility to pro- 
tect the environment.” O
